PALESTINE AND THE JEWS. 
“It is a literal fact,” declared a 
recent report of the Zionist organiza­ 
tion of America, discussing the desire 
of Jews everywhere to emigrate to 
Palestine, “that, at the present mo­ 
ment, a large part of the Jewish peo­ 
ple is possessed with an irrepressible 
impulse 
to strike 
its 
tents 
and 
march.” However this may be, it cer­ 
tainly appears to be true that large 
number of Jews, from almost every 
country in the world, have already 
taken the first necessary steps to 
emigrate to Palestine as soon as the 
way shall be opened for them. 
It is 
indeed a world-wide movement, and 
the most hopeful feature about it is 
that the would-be emigrants are not 
restricted to a limited number of call­ 
ings. 
Zionist organizations, 
in 
a 
number of countries, are receiving 
applications from men and women 
representing every’ conceivable voca­ 
tion. 
Farmers, it is true, at present 
head the list, but the first 5000 ap­ 
plications to the American organiza­ 
tion showed 134 occupations, includ­ 
ing all forms of manual labor and 
professional and administrative call­ 
ings. 
Everywhere, the work of classifica­ 
tion is being steadily carried on, and 
each week that passes sees additions 
being made 
to 
the 
builders, car­ 
penters, bricklayers, 
joiners, 
lock­ 
smiths, blacksmiths and all manner of 
skilled artisans, 
besides 
engineers, 
teachers, specialists of all kinds, and 
civil servants. 
And, 
as 
has been 
said, they are coming from all quar­ 
ters. 
No better illustration 
of 
the 
wide dispersion of the Jewish people 
could well be afforded than this re­ 
cent report of the Zionist organiza­ 
tion of America. In the United King­ 
dom, the United States, Russia, Po­ 
land, West Galicia, 
Tzecho-Slovakia, 
Holland, Germany, Morocco, Algiers, 
to mention only a few’ countries, al­ 
most at random, ^the Jews are making 
earnest preparations to take 
advan­ 
tage of their regained heritage. Some 
500 farmers 
in 
Chile, 
Nicaragua, 
Venezuela. Mexico and Brazil are rep­ 
resented in the groups that ara pre­ 
paring to emigrate. 
In these circumstances, the report 
recently brought from Talestine by 
Dr. Solomon Lowenstein, head of the 
Hebrew Orphan asylum, is particu­ 
larly 
interesting. 
Dr. 
Lowenstein 
does not allow himself to be betrayed 
into any undue ixpatiation as to the 
prospect before the country. 
What­ 
ever is going to to be achieved in 
Palestine is going to be achieved by 
earnest, faithful work. 
The land of­ 
fers, he declares, no temptation for 
exploitation 
by 
foreign 
capitalists 
“eager to wrest great fortunes from 
undeveloped countries.” Palestine, he 
insists, is indeed a land of great pos­ 
sibilities, but it is so essentially for 
“an industrious, thrifty folk, not de­ 
sirous of large financial returns, bat 
satisfied with moderate results and 
peaceful security of life.” 
Nothing, of course, can alter the 
natural fertility of Palestine. 
It is 
still, today, as it was 3000 years ago, 
a land capable, at any rate, of be­ 
ing made to flow with milk and hon­ 
ey. 
Hundreds of years, however, of 
Turkish rule have brought about the 
revision of whole stretches of country 
to their original desert state. As Dr, 
Lowenstein reports, terraces careful­ 
ly built up along the hillsides In 
ancient days, so that every available 
spot might be utilized for cultivation, 
bave been ruined; irrigation works of 
great antiquity have been destroy­ 
ed, while so 
utterly 
without 
any 
progress have been 
the 
centuries 
that, today, the fields are plowed and 
the crops are sown and harvested 
in the same primitive fashion that 
obtained in Bible times.

Stabilization of

; change situation is imperative to pro- 
! tect the cotton crop, it was stated at 
j the 
meeting. 
The 
British 
pound 
sterling is far below 
its 
pre-war 
value, the French 
franc 
is worth 
about half what it was before the 
war, while all other European med­ 
iums of exchange are in a similar 
state, it was said. Europe must make 
1 its purchases abroad in terms of the 
American dollar which alone 
main­ 
tains its exchange value. 
The situa­ 
tion was declared ruinous 
to 
Eu- 
1 ropean importers, who have ceased 
buying American products excepting 
bare necessities. 
This, it was declar­ 
ed, threatened to paralyze the Amer­ 
ican cotton trade. 
The plan, details of which are be­ 
ing worked out, is to organize an ex­ 
port finance corporation under the 
Edge bill, which authorizes the buy­ 
ing and selling of foreign securities 
and the acceptance of such securities 
as

port transactions. 
The parent body 
would be augmented under the plan 
by formation of auxiliaries in the va­ 
rious states and under

laws. 
These auxiliaries or acceptance cor­ 
porations it was explained could fi­ 
nance exporters of cotton by accept­ 
ing time bills with shipping docu­ 
ments or warehouse receipts as col­ 
lateral. 
This would enable banks to 
obtain wider distribution of their ad­ 
vances on cotton and at the same 
time put the advances in liquid shape, 
it was said.

The acceptance corporations would 
give exporters a dependable channel 
for financing over an adequate pe­ 
riod and at the same time avoid over­ 
loading the market with foreign bills 
in such a manner as to depress for­ 
eign exchange rates, according to Mr. 
Talley. 
The conference also went on record 
as favoring creation of

holding 
company, whereby 
England, France, 
Italy, Germany and other countries 
may deposit securities and mobilize 
credits for the purpose of purchasing 
on long term account cotton, grain 
packers products and other commodi­ 
ties.

Normal Rate of Tax for 
1919 is Four Per Cent 
on First $4,000 Net In­ 
come in Excess Ex­ 
emption and 8 Per 
Cent on Remainder. 


Washington, 
Dec. 
26.—In 
filing 
their income tax returns 
for 
1919, 
taxpayers will be given the aid and 
advice of thousands of employes of 
the bureau of internal revenue, train­ 
ed in the intricacies of the internal 
revenue laws and regulations by cor- 
respondence-school methods. 
I here has been established in the 
bureau a “correspondence-study de­ 
partment,” through which is being is­ 
sued to 3,000 field deputies and as 
many 
office 
deputies 
and 
clerks 
courses of instruction rn the income 
and miscellaneous tax sections of the 
law. 
Each written lecture contains a 
careful discussion of the topic involv­ 
ed, such as personal exemptions, de­ 
preciation, bad 
debts, 
losses, gross 
and net income, etc. 
Attached is a 
quiz to be answered by the pupils 
and returned to the? correspondence- 
study 
department 
at 
Washington, 
where it is carefully graded. 
Correc­ 
tions of errors are sent with the next 
lecture on the same subject. 
The course is not confined to ques­ 
tions of law. 
“Ethics” is the subject 
of one of the lectures. 
The bureau’s 
representatives are advised 
to 
be 
careful of their personal appearance, 
to be at all times and under all cir­ 
cumstances, courteous, and “not 
to 
forget to inform the taxpayers of all 
his rights.” 
“Whether your interview’ be rich or 
poor, you should 
be 
thoughtful to 
give the same care and attention to 
both,” the 
instructions 
say. 
“The 
man who pays a small tax is entitled 
to as much respect as the man who 
pays a large tax.” 
Revenue officers will be sent into 
every county in the United States to 
assist taxpayers in making out their 
returns. 
The date of their arrival 
and the location of their offices will 
be announced through the press, or 
may be learned on inquiry at offices 
of collectors of internal revenue, post 
offices and banks. 
The period ior 
filing is from January I to March 
15, 1920. 
The exemptions are the same as 
for the year 1918, l l , OOO for single 
persons and $2,000 for married per­ 
sons and heads of families, plus $200 
additional for each person dependent 
upon the taxpayer, if under eighteen 
years of age or incapable of self sup­ 
port. 
Every person whose 
net 
in­ 
come for 1919 equalled or exceeded 
these amounts, 
according 
to 
their 
status, must file a return. 
The normal rate of tax for the year 
1919 and subsequent years, as pro­ 
vided by the revenue act of 1918, is 4 
per cent on the first $4,000 of net 
income in excess of the exemption, 
and 8 pet cent on the remaining net 
income. 
The rates for 1918 were 6 
and 12 lei cent respectively.
